The  govern- 
mental programme  as  it  has  been  from 
time  to  time  indicated  In  statements 
from  tl.e  premier  and  his  ministers 
clothed  with  authoritative  significance, 
gives  promise  of  being  notable  alike 
for  its  brevity  and  buBlne«a-Uk»  charac- 
ter— terse,    practical    and   progreasive. 

That  the  country  Is  progreasive  and

Sir — .\    letter    appeared    in    the    Colo- 
nist of  11th    Inst,   signed  by  .Tames 
Orant,    councillor    for    Ward 
pality  of  Saanlch. 

Mr.  Grant  begins  his  letter  by  giving 
tha  date  for  the  municipal  election  and 
the  hours  for  polling.  No  one  can  take 
exception  to  that,  or  to  the  information 
furnished  as  to  the  size  of  the  district 
or  the  size  and  position  of  tho  various 
wards.  Mr.  Grant  and  other  gentlemen 
living  at  or  near  tiie  Koyal  Oak  are 
working  very  hard  to  induce  a  majority 
of  the  electors  to  vote  In  favor  of  a 
site  In  their  neighborhood.  That  is 
right,  anyone  in  Mr.  Grants  position 
would  do  the  name,  but  most  public  men 
would  be  content  with  putting  their 
case  before  the  people  on  Its  merits; 
such,  however,  does  not  appear  lo  b« 
Mr.   Grant's!    method. 

After  dealing  with  the  distance  from 
the  Royal  Oak  to  other  parts  of  the  dla- 
trlct  he  Introduces  tho  Koyal  Oak  alte 
as  follows:  "One  of  the  sites  choson 
by  the  council  and  submitted  to  the 
electors  Is  at  the  Itoyul  Oak  Htatlon 
and  has  three  frontages,  ont^  on  tho 
Baanlch  Road,  containing  one  and  one- 
half  acres.

municipality  already  has  at  the  Royal 
Oak)    in  all   15, 000. " 

Just  what  Mr.  Orant  meana  by  th* 
abova  I  do  not  know.  Tha  tntinlctpaltty 
natthar  owna  atablaa  at  tha  Royal  Oak 
or  alaawhara.  In  tha  annual  aaport  |&»0 
la  given  aa  tha  valua  of  an  acra  «il 
land  owned  by  tha  muDicfpality  on 
which  thara  la  a  ahad  naatf  for  atorlng 
road  maehtnary  and  atoraa.  Thta  IM  m 
long  way  from  tha  Royal  Oak  and  can- 
not tm  tha  "atablaa"  allvdad  to. 
Mr.  orant  trtaa  to  malt*  *  e*«a  for 


the  site  ho  favors  by  giving  the  length 
of  the  district  as  fifteen  miles.  If  he 
believes  In  having  the  municipal  hall 
in  a  geographically  central  position, 
why  did  ho  not  propose  building  it  a 
few  miles  beyond  tlie  Royal  Oak?  If 
he  is  so  very  careful  of  the  taxpayers 
money  why  did  lie  not  propose  using  the 
acre  already  owned  by  the  municipality 
instead  of  moving  as  he  did  that  the 
$200  Bite  at  tlie  Royal  Oak  be  accepted 
by  the,  council  for  submission  to  the 
people. 

Tlte  rival  site  that  I  and  many  other 
restdonta   are    In   favor    of     is    situated 
about    200    feet    from      the    junction    of 
Carey  road  and  Glanford  avenue.     It  is 
a   corner   lot   120x180    feet;    120    feet   on 
Carey   and    180    feet     on  Colvllle    road. 
Running  directly  from   the  junction     of 
Crlanford  avenue  Is  Ralph  street.     This 
road  as  can   be   aeen  ■  by   referring  to   a 
map    runa      across      to      North     Quadra 
street,   and    ho  doubt   if  this  site  is  se- 
lected tho  council  will  put  Ralph  street 
in  good   shape.      For  people   living   near 
tlie  city   limits  and   for  three  miles   out 
it    is    not    possible    to    choose    a    better 
site,      it    is    at    most   not    more    than   a 
mile    and   a   quarter    from    the    Douglas 
street   car    terminus.      There   is   a   side- 
walk  reaching  nearly  that  distance.    In 
the  Immediate   neigltborhood      there   are 
at    present   about      50    houses.

Jn  conclusion,  almost  every  per.son 
living  north  of  Carey  and  Glanford 
roads  come  to  Victoria  on  business  per- 
haps once  a  week  and  do  not  make 
special  trips  to  the  municipal  office, 
but  transact  their  business  either  com- 
ing or  going,  hut  the  large  and  Increas- 
ing population  living  nearer  the  city, 
will  if  the  Royal  Oak  site  is  adopted 
be  under  the  painful  necessity 
tramping  ifour  miles  to  transact  tlielr 
business  with  the  municipality.  To  a 
person  of.  means  tills  does  not  amount 
to  much  as  an  automobile  will  take 
them  there  in  short  order,  but  to  those 
not  able  to  afford  this  a  journey  by  car 
to  the  end  of  Douglas  street  and  then 
a  walk  of  little  over  a  mile  appears 
to  be  much  the  better  proposition. 

I  earnestly  hope  that  every  Victorian 
on  the  voters'  list  will  make  an  effort 
to  record  a  vote  In  favor  of  .the  Ward 
Two   site.

Of  recent  years  a  practice  has  grawn 
up  of  making  the  Speech  with  which 
legislative  bodies  are  opened  something 
like  a  general  re%'iew  of  the  year,  and

An  argument  then  ensued  as  to  the 
power  of  the  Court  to  extend  the  time, 
and  as  to  whether  the  L'ourt  of  .\ppeal 
is  bound  by  the  decisions  of  the  old 
Full  Court.  Reference  was  made  to 
the  decision  of  the  present  Court  in 
Duhleep  Sing  v.  Nickson,  heard  In 
the  j  April  1910,  where  objection  was  taken 
jto  the  form  in  which  the  appeal  was 
[taken,  the  appeal  books  being  entituled 
in  the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Col- 
umbia. In  that  ciu»e,  Macdonald,  C.JA. 
In  giving  his  opinion  that  the  applica- 
tion was  properly  to  the  Full  Court 
and  not  to  the  Supreme  Court,  stated 
that,  according  to  section  94  of  the 
Supreme  Court  Act  the  Full  Court 
could  not  give  leave  to  extend  the 
time  of  appeal  at  all.  According  to  the 
authorities,  the  practice  of  the  old  Full 
Court  seemed  to  have  been  against 
that,  and  if  the  Court  of  Appeal  Is  to 
follow  those  decisions  then  It  must  be 
held  that  the  Court  could  not  grant  the 
Indulgence  asked  for.  Irving,  J.A.,  did 
not  take  the  same  view  as  the  Chief 
Justice,  but  in  view  of  the  ideas  of  the 
other  members  of  the  Court  on  the  sub- 
ject, he  did  not  care  to  deliver  a  dis- 
senting opinion.  Martlq,  3.A.  concur- 
red with  the  Chief  Justice,  being  of  op- 
inion that  the  Court  was  bound  by  the 
old  line  of  decisions.  The  application 
was  therefore  refused. 

.Macdonald  C.J. A.  (now)  As  I  under- 
stand the  decisions  of  the  old  Full 
Court,  they  had  no  jurisdiction  to  ex- 
tend the  lijue  of  appealing.

Court  of  Appsal 
Steoves  vs.  McNeeley:  Appeal  from 
a  Judgment  of  Morrl.son  J.  In  an  action 
tried  by  him  at  Vancouver  on  the  l.st 
of  .\prll  1909.

Reld:  Our  rights  were  preserved 
all  through,  and  we  had  that  under- 
standing.

Irving,  J.  A.:  Read  his  written 
reasons  for  judgment  In  Dulbleep  Sing

In   Us   whole  area   there  Is   scarcely  a 
forest  and   Its   few   swamps  and   blue- 
berry  barrens  surrounded  by  carefully 
cultivated  land,  afford  but  little  shelter 
to   any    wild   creature,   larger     than     n 
hare   or   part/ldge.      But   unlikely   as   it 
appears,    there    are    furs     to   be      pur- 
chased In  the  lUtle  province  and  tho.se 
both  rare  and  valuable.     But  the  eni- 
mala  from  which  they  are  taken  are  not 
wild.     Thev   are  black  foxes  and  have 
been    carefuly    reared.      The    story      of 
what  Is  spoken  of  as  an  Important  in- 
djtstry    Is    told    In    the    Charlottetown 
Guardian: 

'•It  was  some  15  or  20  years  ago  that 
the  work  began  in  a  small  way  by  the 
discovery  of  a  litter  of  young  foxes; 
some  of  them  nearly  black,  in  the 
western  part  of  the  Island.  Even  thcM 
It  was  known  that  a  genuine  black 
fox  of  good  size  and  with  lustrous  fur 
is  the  most  valuable  fur^bearlng  ani- 
mal in  the  world. 

The   notion  of  keeping   three  young 
foxes  alive,  multiplying  and  Improving 
the   stock,    took   shape   and   after    pa- 
tient trial  has  proved  not   only   protH- 
able  hut  lucrative.    But  at   first   there 
were    many    loB^f,^ .  tvom    escapes    and 
from  improper  ,f§fi^ing.     Nothing  short 
of  a  ch>sely   mesljed   wire    fence,   high 
enough  to  prevent  rev nard  from  jump- 
',  Ing    over    It    from    the   top    of   a   snow 
i  drift    and   burled   deep   enough  In     the 
ground    to    keep    him    from    burrowing 
under  It.   would  enable  the   fox   farmer 
to    retain    his     pre<-ious     livestock      in 
'keeping.      But    these    and    other    diffi- 
culties have  been  already   surmounted. 
\nd   there  are  foxes  and   foxes,   the 
common   red    fox-_whose,..pe.lt.j3.. worth 
hut   a   few    dollars,   the  silver   grey  of 
much  greater  conseciuence,  worth  a-mie

J3  000  for  a  single  skin.  The  Guardian 
ia 'informed    that    the     largest     llgure 
'here  named   has  already   been   realized 
for   one    .single   skin.        And   so   it   ha;^ 
come    about   that    notwithstanding   the 
very   considerable   secrecy    and    reserve 
that    has      been      maintained      by      the 
breeders,    the    Indu.stry    has    broadened 
nut  until  now  there  are  not  fewer  than 
20  and  some  reports  say  as  many  as  +0 
firms    or   Individuals    now    engaged    In 
fox  farming."

This  was  a'  question  ^vhlch  was  dis- 
cu.ssed  to  a  slight  extent  at  the  reguliir 
meeting  of  the  board  of  school  trustfefs 
held  last  evening,  the  imitte-  bcltw  in- 
troduced through  some  references  to 
the  Flsguard  street  school,  which  Is 
near  the  centre  of  the  Chinese  liistrlct 
and.  naturally,  is  attended  by  an  ex- 
ceptionally large  number  of  the  east- 
ern youngsters. 

Superintendent  Paul  stated  that  Mrs. 
Wheeler,  the  principal  of  that  school, 
was  being  overtaxed  with  'ho  number 
seeking  admittance,  and  that  It  wasn't 
long,  in  fact  the  time  had  already  ar- 
rived, for  the  construction  of  an  addi- 
tional room. 

Chairman  Jay:  "I  strongly  suspect 
that  there  are  some  Chinese  children 
there  who  are  not  entitled  to  instruc- 
tion." He  asked  whether  It  'was  known 
that  they  were  all  Canadian  born.  It 
was  possible  that  many  were  Wiug  put 
to  school  who  had  just  arrl\  id  from 
the  East,  marking  time  In  this  way 
until  they  had  returned  their  $500 
head-tax  from  the  Dominion  govern- 
ment. He  declared  that  It  should  be 
Insisted  that  all  those  allowed  to  take 
places  In  classes  should  have  at  least 
a  rude  speaking  knowledge  of  Eng- 
lish. 

It  was  announced  thai  permits  would 
be  Issued  to  youngsters  In  the  hands 
of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  to  attend 
the  local  schools. 

Not  Up  to  Data 
Dr.  C.  J.   Fagan,     provincial     health 
officer,    wrote   regarding   the   distribu- 
tion of  certain  forms,  designed  to  keep 
a  record  of  the  different  pupils  in  re- 


gard to  their  haalth,  among  the  local 
schi.oU.  He  draw  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  regulation  now  r«qulred  the 
appointment  of  a  medical  heilth  officer 
and  that  he  would  be  the  proper  offl- 
clul  to  take  this  matter  In  h!ind. 

Trustee  Riddelh  "He's  not  up  to 
date.  We've  ha.l  u  medical  officer  (>'r 
the  past  two  yeara." 

The  conmumlcatlon  was  referred  to 
the  superintendent. 

The  Mothers  Club  wanted  to  know 
whether  anything  was  going  to  be  done 
towards  the  acquirement  of  more 
grounds  for  the  Spring  Rldgo  school. 

A  motion  proposed  by  Trustee  Stane- 
land  to  the  effect  that  Trustee  Mrs.

Is  that  there  isn't 
money  available  for  the  expenditure 
which  the  club's  proposal  would  in- 
volve. 

The  Winnipeg  school  board  asked  for 
a  copy  of  the  schedule  of  salaries  paid  ■ 
the  teacher.s  of  the  Victoria  public 
school  staff.  U  was  stated  thu\  It  was 
proposed  revising  the  rates  In  that 
city,  and  that  all  the  outside  .'nforma- 
tlon  possible  was  required  for  guid- 
ance.    The  reiiuost  will  be  granted.

form  of  a  motion,  an<!  PMaed  unani- 
mously. 
"Trustee  Staneland  moved  that  the 
task  of  obtaining  car  tickets  for  the 
use  of  special  tfea^herfl  be  left  In  the 
hands  of  the  suyerlutendent.  This 
carried. 

The  finance  committee  reported  ac- 
counts to  the  amount  of  Jl.837.93. 
which  were  ordered  paid. 

Health  Satisfactory 
Dr.  Wasson.  the  medical  Inspector, 
made  a  satisfactory  report  showing 
that  the  health  In  the  schojls  during 
the  paet  year  had  been  a  distinct  im- 
provement over  that  of  the  previous 
twelvemonth. 

Trustee  Christie  advocated  the  equal 
distribution  of  the  fire  Insurance  on 
the  different  local  public  schools  among 
those  companies,  boarded  and  unboard- 
eu.  paying  taxes  in  the  city. 

This  question  was  not  discussed,  be- 
ing left  over  for  the  Incoming  board. 

Congratulatory    Addresses 

Then  came  the  bouquets. 

Chairman  Jay  started  the  ball  rolling 
by  expressing  his  api)reclalion  of  the 
able  manner  in  which  members  of  the 
board  had  put  their  shoulders  to  the 
wheel  In  the  transaction  of  the  impor- 
tant business  which  had  come  \ip  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  There  had  been, 
through  it  all,  a  happy  spirit  of  good 
fellowship.  On  some  bodies  there  was 
annual  mutual  congratulation  and 
good  will,  which  was  not  altogether 
shared.  It  was  not  so,  he  was  pleased 
to  say.

His  Worship  was  most  emphatic  in 
his  declaration  to  the  Victoria  West 
electors,  but  the  city  solicitor  was 
equally  as  emphatic  when  he  submitted 
his  opinion  to  Alderman  Langley  about 
three  weeks  ago.  The  solicitor's  opin- 
ion that  there  Is  absolutely  no  way  of 
relieving  Victoria  West  from  obliga- 
tion to  meet  its  share  of  the  charges, 
is  given   in    full   below: 

Solicitor's  Opinion 
Sir: — Replying  to  your  enquiry  as  to 
the  posslblltiy  of  so  drawing  a  by-law 
that  it  will  effect  a  complete  exemp- 
tion of  that  part  of  the  city  which  is 
supplied  by  the  Esquimau  Water 
Works  Company  with  water  from  any 
liability  to  pay  any  sum  at  any  time 
for  any  water  brought  in  from  Sooke 
lake,  unless  they  also  use  the  water, 
I  would  say  that  I  have  given  the  mat- 
ter a  very  great  deal  of  thought  and 
attention,  and  I  am  convinced  that 
under  the  present  act  there  is  abso- 
lutely no  way  of  relieving  Victoria 
West  from  an  obligation  in  that  re- 
gard. 

There   are  in   the  statute  apparently 
two  ways  in   which  the  by-law  can  be 
drawn;   one  is  directly  upon  the  secur- 
ity of  the  water  rentaJ  alone,  and,  sec- 
ondly,  on    the   water  rental    with     the 
guarantee  of  the  corporation,  but  I  do 
not   think  ther^  are   two   ways.

MADISOX.  Wis.,  Jan.  11.— "The  nom- 
ination In  the  primary  and  the  elec- 
tion to  the  United  States  senate  by  the 
legislature  of  Isaac  Stephenson  Is  null 
and  void  because  of  attempted  briberies 
corrupt  practices  by  himself  and 
campaign  managers,  agents  and 
workers,  and  of  violation  of  the  laws  of 
Wisconsin  defining  and  punishing  of- 
fences against  the  elective  franchise." 

This  is  liie  gist  of  the  findings  of  a 
special  senatorial  Investigating  commit- 
tee in  Its  report  to  Governor  Francis 
K.  McGovern  today  and  signed  by  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Thomas  Morris,  Sen- 
ators Spencer  W.  March  (Republican) 
and  Paul  Husting  (Democrat).''  ' 

The  two  Republican  members  bHdng 
to  the  so-called  Progressive  wing  uf  the 
party,  and  Senator  Hustlng,  the  Demo- 
cratic member,  calls  himself  a  Progres- 
sive Democrat. 

Karly  in  the  legislative  session  of 
1909  resolutions  were  introduced  In  both 
houses  calling  for  an  Investigation  of 
the  senatorial  primary.  The  resolutions 
were  pointed  at  United  States  Senator 
Isaac  Stephenson,  who,  according  to  his 
report,  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state, 
had  expended  more  than  1107,000  In  the 
campaign. 

.Speaker  Bancroft  of  the  assembly  nam- 
ed a  committee  composed  of  a  majority 
of  stalwart  Republicans,  and  Lleutenant- 
tiovernor  John  Strang,  who  then  presid- 
ed over  the  senate,  named  Senators 
Marsh.  Morris  and  Husting.  The  com- 
mittee met  in  Joint  session  for  several 
weeks,  when  the  assembly  branch  of  the 
committee    decided    to    go    no    further. 

The  assembly  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, sometime  after  it  had  decided 
that  its  work  was  complete,  rendered 
a  report  in  which  It  recommended  the 
enactment  of  a  law  regulating  campaign 
expenditures,  and  at  the  same  time  say- 
ing there  was  no  evidence  of  corruption 
on  the  part  of  Senator  Stephenson. 

Following  this,  a  special  resolution 
was  adopted  by  the  senate.  maklniJ  thn 
three  senators  named  a  special  investi- 
gation committee  to  inquire  furtl«er  In- 
to the  primary  election.  Treatec*  ;rom' 
the  standpoint  as  having;  been  signed  by 
members  of  the  Joint  committee  It  may 
technically  be  called  a  minority  report. 
On  the  other  hand  as  the  result  of  the 
work  of  a  special  committee,  it  is  an 
Independent  reports  The  assembly  mem- 
ber."! of  the  Joint  Investigation  comrrilt- 
tee  are  scored  for  their  alleged  failure 
to  aasi.st  In  a  thorough  Investigation. 

The  report  was  submitted  to  Governor 
McGovern  about  ten  minutes  before 
Senator  March's  term  as  state  senator 
expired. 

Mr.  Morrlii,  while  no  longer  a  member 
of  the  senate,  having  resigned  his  seat 
to  become  lieu  tenon  t-governpr,  signed 
the  report  as  a  member  of  the  Investi- 
gating committee. 

The  committee  recommends  that  a 
copy  of  the  report  be  cortlPed  to  the 
United  States  senate  by  the  governor 
and  the  legislature,  with  the  request 
that  that  body  Investigate  the  manner 
by  which  Isaac  Stephenson  secured  his 
election  to  the  United  States  senat*. 

The  committee  further  recommends 
that  fhp  proper  state  ofWolals  commenc 
prosecution  against  all  persons  shown 
by  the  evidence  to  have  been  guilty  of 
corrupt  practices  of  bribery  In  the  cam- 
paign.

Mr.  A.  Peden,  in  a  few  words,  asked 
for  the  support  of  the  electors  in  Ward 
Five,  and  promi.sed  to  do  everything 
possible  in  their  interests  If  elected. 

At  this  point,  when  the  candidates 
for  the  board  of  school  trustees  should 
have  been  heard,  the  audience  com- 
menced tu  disperse.  Alderman  Hum- 
ber  claimed  the  attention  of  the  meet- 
ing to  answer  some  asyerslons  thrown 
on  his  actions  by  Mr.  Parsons,  «nd  the 
privilege  was  accorded  mm  by  the 
chairman.  When  on  the  platform  he 
drew  attention  to  a  transaction  of  the 
mayor's.  He  told  how  Mayor  Morley 
had  Introduced  a  motion  before  the 
streets,  bridges  and  sewers  committee, 
asking  that  temporary  repairs  should 
be  made  on  certain  new  streets,  and 
that  when  the  ratepayers  should  see 
fit  to  ask  for  local  improvements  they 
should  be  assessed  for  these  temporary 
improvements  out  of  the  general  rev- 
enue. Among  these  streets  was  Mont- 
rose Avenue,  where  the  mayor  had  Just 
acquired  some  property  on  which  to 
reside.  The  motion  was  entirely  con- 
trary to  the  terms  ot  the  Local  Im- 
provement bylaw.  And  moreover,  no 
agreement  was  signed  with  the  rate- 
payers to  ratify  the  above  motion. 
Shortly  afterwards  the  ratepayers  on 
two  new  streets  asked  that  similar 
temporary  repairs  should  be  effected, 
to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  general  rev- 
enue and  to  be  paid  for  on  the  same 
terms  as  those  proposed  in  the  fore- 
going "transaction."  These  two  peti- 
tions were  refused.  In  the  meantime 
repairs  costing  $680  had  been  effected 
on  Montrose  Avenue,  where  the  mayor 
lived. 

Then  Alderman  Sarglson  wanted  to 
know  how  it  was  that  Mayor  Morley 
could  have  these  Improvements  ef- 
fected on  the  street  leading  to  his  resi- 
dence while  similar  improvements  were 
refused  to  other  ratepayers.  The 
mayor,  who  was  present  at  the  n^eet- 
Ing  where  the  question  was  asked,  im- 
mediately grew  angry  and  said  he 
would  pay  the  entire  cost  of  the  Im- 
provements effected  on  Montrose  Ave- 
nue. The  amount  expended  was  $680. 
The  mayor  paid  $27.75  for  that  portion 
of  the  work  which  had  been  carried 
out  immediately  In  front  of  his  resi- 
dence. The  balance  of  $652.25  Iiad  to 
he  paid  for  out  of  the  general  revenue, 
as  there  was  no  means  of  collecting  the 
same. 

This  statement  of  a  special  privilege 
accorded  Mayor  Morley  was  received 
with  considerable  surprise,  and  the 
mayor,  although  given  an  opportunity 
was  unable  to  offer  any  acceptable  ex- 
planation of  how  the  transaction 
should  have  been  allowed  to  go  through 
the  council.
